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SECOND  ANNEAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 
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The  Sustentation  Movement  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  grew 
out  of  the  Great  Re-union,  and  aimed  primarily  at  a better  sup- 
port of  the  Ministry  in  our  feeble  churches. 

In  our  enlarged  re-united  bounds,  it  was  only  a natural  advance 
and  a proper  enlargement  of  our  operations.  It  was  held  as  grant- 
ed on  all  hands,  that  the  salaries  of  the  great  majority  were  shame- 
fully inadequate,  averaging  only  $600  to  $650,  and  that  on  this 
account  the  proper  work  of  the  Ministry  was  greatly  hindered. 
It  aimed,  in  this  connection,  to  secure  ministers  to  the  churches 
in  more  settled  and  scriptural  relations  than  that  of  Stated 
Supplies,  by  installing  them  as  Pastors  with  at  least  a minimum 
of  competent  support,  and  thus  to  secure  to  the  ministers  a liveli- 
hood, and  to  the  churches  the  full  Pastoral  service  of  the  Min- 
istry. When  the  statistics  were  presented,  it  was  found  that  the 
Church  had  become,  indeed,  a Missionary  Church,  in  the  sense  of 
having  nearly  one-half  of  its  working  ministry  missionaries;  twelve 
hundred  out  of  twenty-six  or  seven  hundred  who  were  statedly 
serving  the  churches,  being  under  commission  from  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary Board,  and  only  a little  more  than  half  of  the  working  min- 
istry being  Pastors.  The  General  Assembly  held  it  to  be  most 
important  to  reform  this  marvelous  and  abnormal  state  of  things. 
They  recognized  the  importance  of  the  Pastorate  as  the  ultimate 
and  permanent  office  for  upbuilding  the  Church.  When  it  was 
found,  also,  that  more  than  one-half  of  the  Missionaries  were  actu- 
ally located  in  the  older  states,  and  not  on  the  frontier,  as  would 
have  seemed,  it  became  a grave  question,  how  far  there  might  be 
churches  called  Mission  Stations,  which  properly  had  passed  beyond 
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that  stage,  and  which  ought  to  be  ranked  as  Pastorates,  and  be  held 
to  the  full  obligations  of  self  help ; and  be  furnished  with  full  Pas- 
toral services,  so  as  to  have  the  fullest  advantage  for  upbuilding 
towards  speedy  self-support.  As  regards  the  membership,  it  is 
one  feature  of  the  Scheme  adopted  by  the  Assembly,  that  it  erects 
a standard  of  average  minimum  contribution  for  the  members, 
so  as  to  hold  up  the  idea  of  individual  money  obligation,  and  so  as 
to  reach  each  of  the  members  and  of  the  stated  worshipers  with  the 
opportunity  of  giving,  both  to  the  salary  and  to  all  the  Boards  of 
the  Church.  It  was  regarded  as  a great  necessity  of  our  de- 
nomination and  of  our  time,  to  bring  home  to  great  and  small, 
rich  and  poor,  the  Christian  privilege  of  co-working  in  the  service 
of  the  Church  and  of  the  Master.  The  Assembly  has  held,  that 
works  without  faith  are  dead,  and  that  faithful  work  commonly 
includes  money,  more  or  less,  and  that  a working  membership,  so 
called,  with  no  giving,  or  with  very  inadequate  and  dispropor- 
tionate giving,  is  not  properly  a worshiping  membership.  uTo 
give  as  an  act  of  worship"  does  not  fully  express  it;  for  alas,  so 
many  do  not  give  at  all.  But  to  worship  by  giving,  as  well  as  by 
singing,  and  church-going,  and  social  praying  and  exhorting,  this 
is  called  for  in  our  time  and  among  ourselves. 

With  this  great  aim,  to  better  support  our  ministry,  to  better 
establish  our  ministers  as  Pastors,  to  train  the  churches  to  sys- 
tematic giving  and  develop  their  beneficence,  and  thus  to  confirm 
and  establish  the  feeble  organizations  by  the  working  of  a well 
devised  scheme,  and  under  wholesome  regulations,  this  Committee 
has  carried  forward  the  work  assigned  them,  and  this  first  full 
year  of  their  operations  is  now  herewith  reported.  We  desire  to 
give  hearty  thanks  to  God  that  the  actual  working  of  the  Scheme 
has  so  abundantly  satisfied  the  best  expectations  of  the  Committee, 
and,  we  believe,  of  the  Church. 

THE  WORKING. 

It  was  fairly  to  be  expected  that  the  introduction  of  a new  ele- 
ment into  our  home  work,  would,  at  the  first,  involve  some  friction, 
and  call  for  some  adjustment  to  suit  the  new  conditions  of  the 
problem.  Nor  was.it  to  be  counted  strange,  if,  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  scheme,  experience  should  suggest  some  additional 
rules  or  conditions  in  order  to  the  best  results. 


GROUPING. 


A question  early  arose  in  regard  to  contiguous  churches  that 
might  be  grouped  under  one  Pastorate,  in  order  to  an  economy  of 
the  funds.  It  was  alleged  that  the  stronger  church  of  such  a 
group,  by  fulfilling  our  conditions,  would  seek  to  separate  itself 
and  claim  the  whole  time  of  the  minister,  leaving  the  weaker 
church  to  go  unserved,  or  to  depend  on  the  Home  Board  for  larger 
aid,  where  the  two  could  have  together  sustained  a minister  in 
common.  Conferences  were  held  with  the  Home  Office  in  regard 
to  such  cases,  and  promptly  as  possible,  our  Committee  adopted 
and  advertised  it  as  a condition,  that  “ no  aid  would  be  given  to 
adjacent  churches , without  consolidation." 

The  Committee  could  see  nevertheless,  that  cases  might  occur 
in  which  the  interest  of  our  Church  would  suffer  by  a rigorous 
enforcement  of  this  rule.  The,  church  in  a thriving  town  might 
so  absolutely  require  the  full  time  and  service  of  the  Pastor,  as 
to  claim  to  stand  alone,  and  might  justify  the  claim  beyond  all 
reasonable  doubt ; in  which  case  a joint  Pastorate  might  be  only  a 
failure  and  waste.  But  it  was  deemed  safe  for  the  present,  to 
insist  upon  the  rule,  and  await  instructions  of  the  Assembly. 
The  Committee,  meanwhile,  must  regard  the  Presbytery  as  the 
rightful  authority,  to  which,  also,  they  must  look  as  the  responsi- 
ble party  in  the  administration,  under  the  Assembly’s  rules. 


THE  MINIMUM  RATE  (OF  $7.30)  APPLIED  TO  NET 
GAIN  OF  MEMBERS. 

The  Committee,  aiming  to  advance  the  churches  to  speedy  self- 
support,  have  published,  as  a rule  for  second  year  applications, 
that  the  net  gain  of  members  should  be  calculated  at  $7.30,  for 
advance  of  Church  Salary.  This  was  not  in  the  original  scheme, 
but  it  seemed  expedient  to  hold  up  this  as  a rule  for  the  net  addi- 
tions to  the  Church  for  the  year,  where  a renewal  of  the  applica- 
tion is  made.  This  has  been  questioned  and  challenged,  as  a 
“tax  upon  conversions.”  It  has  been  even  declared  that  this 
rule  “ would  set  the  minister  to  praying  against  a revival,  lest  it 
should  spoil  his  average.” 

But  we  have  not  so  learned  the  Ministry,  nor  can  we  so  estimate 
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our  brethren  in  Christ.  God  forbid  ! But  a revival  of  true  re- 
ligion, and  a true  revival  of  religion,  will  open  the  hearts,  and 
pockets,  and  hands  of  men,  and  results  are  to  be  expected  in  this 
direction.  Such  results  fail  often,  because  they  are  not  expected. 
And  what  the  Church  needs  is  to  have  it  known  and  felt  that 
religion  works  benefaction,  and  that  covetousness  is  idolatry.  So 
that  an  increase  of  liberality  naturally  follows  an  increase  of 
piety;  and  the  men  whose  fervor  expends  itself  in  talk,  and  so- 
called  worship,  without  a sacrifice,  are  not  to  be  credited  as  true 
and  living  members  of  the  Body  of  Christ.  But  our  churches 
have  reported  to  us  such  large  accessions,  in  many  instances, 
that  we  have  not  rigorously  enforced  the  rule,  and  we  conclude 
to  modify  our  “ conditions'’  accordingly.  (See  p.  7.)  The  $7.30 
or  the  total  membership  is  insisted  on,  but  not  for  the  net  increase. 

REDUCTION  OF  SALARY. 

In  only  two  or  three  instances  has  it  been  reported  to  us  that 
our  rule  against  a decrease  of  salary  cannot  be  complied  with. 
Any  falling  back  is  so  contrary  to  our  scheme  and  policy  as  to  be 
inadmissible,  though  cases  may  arise  where,  by  deaths,  removals, 
and  losses,  such  a result  may  be  without  any  fault  of  the  people. 
The  fact  that,  Avith  so  many  in  charge,  this  decline  in  salary  has 
not  gone  beyond  such  isolated  cases,  so  far  as  we  are  advised, 
would  seem  to  justify  our  rule  and  our  work. 

It  has  not  been  held  that  a scheme  so  neAV  must  be  infallible,  or 
incapable  of  any  amendment;  but  the  Committee  have  met  with 
no  facts  requiring  other  checks  and  balances  than  they  have  set 

forth  in  the  following  published  Conditions  of  Aid  :

THE  CONDITIONS  OP  AID  PROM  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY’S  COM- 
MITTEE ON  PASTORAL  SUSTENTATION. 

1.  Actual  Installation  of  the  Pastor. 

2.  Salary  of  at  least  $500,  and  as  much  more  as  possible. 

3.  Average  of  at  least  $7.30  per  member,  exclusive  of  Manse. 

4.  Endorsement  of  Presbyterial  Committee,  and  of  Presbytery  also. 

5.  No  reduction  of  Salary  from  preceding  year. 

6.  Church’s  Salary  to  be  first  paid  and  reported  quarterly,  in  full. 

7.  Advance  payment  to  our  Committee  of  one-twentieth  of  Church  Salary.. 

8.  Systematic  giving  (by  Envelope  or  Collectors)  to  all  the  Boards. 

9.  -No  Aid  to  adjacent  Churches  without  consolidation. 
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Grant  to  date  from  actual  fulfillment  of  above  conditions. 

Payment  at  close  of  the  quarter.  Pastor  to  bear  no  part  of  the  $7.30,  or 
of  the  one-twentieth  payment. 


FOR  SECOND  YEAR. 

1.  New  application  re-indorsed  and  conditioned  as  above. 

2.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  advance  towards  self-sustentation. 


THE  RESULTS.  - 

The  results  for  this  first  full  year  of  operation,  and  for  eighteen 
months,  all  told,  have  fully  justified  the  Assembly’s  wisdom  in 
adopting  the  scheme. 

GRADUAL  GROWTH. 

It  was  feared  that  there  would  be  a large  and  rapid  increase  of 
applicants  under  this  scheme,  making  it  impracticable  to  carry  it 
out,  and  imperilling  the  work  in  its  infancy;  but  the  growth  of  our 
operations  has  been  gradual  and  safe,  with  no  rush  nor  sudden 
transfer  to  interfere  with  the  former  methods,  or  to  outrun  the 
intelligent  co-operation  of  the  Church  at  large.  The  ground  is 
safe,  the  advance  is  steady  and  salutary,  and  justifies  fully  all  that 
has  been  claimed. 


ESTIMATES. 

The  estimates  for  the  year  were  based  on  the  expectation  of 
much  larger  numbers  seeking  aid  under  the  scheme.  The  Com- 
mittee, beforehand  of  any  experience,  felt  justified  in  protecting 
their  operations,  by  estimating  for  the  maximum  of  liabilities,  and 
for  a working  balance  to  meet  the  summer  demands.  They  count' 
it  a matter  for  gratitude,  that  the  enlargement  is  only  so  gradual 
and  steady,  and  has  been  so  well  sustained  by  the  contributions  of 
the  churches. 

• The  Committee  began  by  paying  in  advance.  So  long  as  they 
had  the  funds  in  advance  of  the  men,  they  did  not  hesitate  to  pay 
at  the  earliest  moment,  that  the  ministers  might  have  the  utmost 
benefit  of  the  Church’s  benefactions;  but  the  funds  naturally  fell 
off  during  the  summer,  and  the  work  steadily  advanced,  so  that 
we  were  obliged  to  fall  back  to  the  usual  mode  of  paying  at  the 
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close  of  the  quarter.  This  change  was  made  at  the  beginning  of 
our  second  term,  in  October.  It  occasioned  much  disappointment 
and  inconvenience,  but  was  well  and  patiently  borne. 

It  is  a significant  fact,  that,  last  year,  when  this  new  scheme 
received  over  $41,000  from  the  churches,  the  Home  Board  reported 
a total  of  $30,000  more  than  ever  before  ; and  this  year  it  is  un- 
derstood that  that  Board  has  an  unusual  surplus  beyond  its  expen- 
ditures. This  fact  is  matter  for  rejoicing,  and  indicates  that  there 
is  no  interference  in  the  working,  and  only  a better  sentiment  in 
regard  to  enlarging  and  adjusting  the  Home  work. 

INCREASE  OF  PASTORS. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Assembly  showed  an  increase  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  installations  over  either  of  the  two  previous 
years;  with  no  increase  of  dissolutions;  and  the  Minutes  for  the 
current  year  will  be  looked  to  with  interest  for  a further  gain  in 
this  direction  of  the  Committee’s  work. 


HOME  MISSIONARIES. 

It  is  matter  of  gratulation  that  nearly  200  Home  Mission- 
aries have  been  settled  as  Pastors  under  our  scheme.  This  aim 
of  the  Assembly  to  put  the  ministers,  so  far  as  practicable,  into 
more  fixed  relations  to  the  churches,  has  been  in  such  good  degree 
carried  forward  as  a most  encouraging  result.  Not  merely  is  it 
to  be  rejoiced  in,  that  the  roll  of  the  Pastors  in  our  Church  is 
thus  far  extended,  and  that  the  reproach  of  a decreasing  Pasto- 
rate is  in  so  far  taken  away,  but  that  the  Home  Board  has  been 
relieved  of  so  many  mission  stations  that  are  properly  graduated 
into  full  Pastorates,  and  so  have  their  funds  set  free  for  their 
aggressive  Missionary  work  in  the  newer  districts.  This  was  one 
of  the  objects  announced  by  the  Assembly’s  undertaking.  New 
vigor  must  thus  be  imparted  to  the  advancing,  evangelizing  work 
in  our  beloved  land.  So  many  men  are  called  for  on  the  frontier 
and  along  the  Pacific  Slope.  How  is  the  vast  enterprise  that 
opens  before  us  in  our  newly  extended  territories,  to  be  accom- 
plished, with  the  heavy  load  of  the  more  advanced  churches,  in 
the  older  States,  still  pressing  upon  that  Board?  It  is  now  as 
before,  and  in  this  as  in  other  new  operations,  that  the  very  growth 
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and  enlargement  of  the  Church  call  for  new  schemes  to  meet 
the  new  conditions.  This  is  the  natural  history  of  our  Boards 
from  one  to  eight,  and  the  Church  cannot  go  backward  but  for- 
ward. And  the  Assembly  judged  well  that  the  time  had  fairly 
come  to  inquire  among  the  1200  missionaries  for  as  many  at  least 
— in  the  older  and  more  advanced  churches — to  be  taken  off  the 
Board  by  some  wholesome  regulations,  as  are  called  for  in  the 
newer  districts.  Herein  is  the  law  of  advance  for  our  Church. 

There  is  here  no  unfair  discrimination  between  Missionaries  and 
Pastors.  For  surely  the  Pastoral  relation  is  the  normal  one  to 
which  the  Missionary  relation  looks  and  points, — the  one  laying 
foundations,  the  other  carrying  forward  the  work.  This  distinc- 
tion defines  the  different  objects  and  operations  of  these  Boards. 
The  one  graduates  into  the  other.  If  the  Church  pleases  to  put 
a bonus  on  the  Pastorate  under  certain  important  conditions,  it  is 
for  substantial  reasons,  and  it  is  nothing  unfair. 

The  ministers  who  receive  less,  though  they  may  work  as  hard, 
will  “ not  envy  and  grieve  at  the  good  of  tlieir  neighbor ,”  will  not 
surely  complain  of  a scheme  which  aims  at  stimulating  all  the 
churches  and  lifting  them  up  all  along  the  line,  and  which  calls 
for  a better  support  and  more  fixed  settlement  of  all  the  ill-paid 
among  them.  And  such  a Scheme,  set  on  foot  by  the  General 
Assembly,  has  onljr  to  bo  presented  by  the  underpaid  ministers 
themselves  to  their  own  people,  if  they  would  bring  the  whole 
weight  of  sentiment  in  the  Church  at  large  to  bear  on  the  increase 
of  their  own  support.  Meanwhile,  it  is  complained  that  the 
Scheme  raises  the  price  of  ministerial  labor , and  the  Church  is 
bidden  to  beivare  of  the  cost!  As  if  it  were  the  relation  of  em- 
ployer and  employee — and  as  if,  forsooth,  the  Scheme  encour- 
aged a strike  for  wages.  If  so,  be  it  so.  Is  it  not  righteous? 
Where  and  whose  is  the  wrong  ? “ The  cry  of  the  laborers  who 

have  reaped  our  fields,  whose  hire  is  kept  back  ” — if  not  by 
fraud,  yet  by  apathy  and  neglect — “is  come  up  into  the  ear  of 
the  Lord  of  Sabaoth.”  Jesus  is  the  employer — not  our  Commit- 
tee, nor  any  Board  of  the  Church — and  He  advertises  for  men  on 
the  principle  that  “ the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.” 

If  on  account  of  any  peculiarities  of  a particular  district,  the 
Scheme  may  be  judged  unfitted  for  that  locality — as  on  the  gold 
coast,  or  in  cities  where  they  call  for  larger  salaries  than  our  max- 
imum of  aid  contemplates — there  is  recourse  for  such  to  the  Home 
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Board , whose  plan  is  abundantly  flexible,  and  can  accommodate 
such  special  cases.  And  no  Scheme  for  such  a work  can  be  car- 
ried on  without  discrimination.  Our  Home  Board  discriminates 
necessarily,  giving  to  one  five,  to  another  two,  and  to  another 
one,  and  not  always  uto  every  man  according  to  his  several  ability 
For  the  $500  men  are  often  equal,  in  power  if  not  in  place,  to  the 
$5,000  men,  as  must  be  seen  and  admitted.  If  any  brother  at 
$800  would  complain  that  his  neighbor  receives  $1,000,  then  all 
along  the  line  the  complaint  might  go  up  wherever  there  are  dif- 
ferences of  apportionment.  Besides,  under  our  Scheme  the  door 
is  wide  open  for  all  the  benefits.  And  if  a church  cannot  comply 
with  the  rules  to-day,  it  may  do  so  to-morrow — and  the  incentive 
is  meanwhile  applied  with  most  salutary  results. 

STATED  SUPPLIES  AND  W.  G’s. 

The  system  of  Stated  Supplies , that  three  years  ago  had  threat- 
ened to  crowd  out  the  Pastorate,  has  been  happily  broken  in  upon, 
as  was  designed;  a large  number  having  been  made  Pastors  who 
were,  before  this,  in  that  equivocal  relation.  A few  also  wrho 
were  without  charge , have  been  installed  in  the  Pastorate  under 
our  Scheme. 


ADVANCE  OF  TIIE  CHURCHES. 

The  churches,  as  reported  in  the  appendix,  show  a gratifying 
advance  in  membership,  in  self-support,  and  in  systematic  benefi- 
cence. 

MEMBERS. 

There  will  be  found  in  the  list  of  churches,  on  the  Assembly’s 
Minutes,  very  many  of  small  membership,  which  are  plainly  ex- 
perimental churches.  Churches  are  often  unwisely  organized, 
and  many  of  these  must  fail.  It  is  therefore  only  after  a certain 
stage  of  advance  is  reached,  that  they  come  under  our  charge; 
and  only  when  the  minister  is  sought  for  as  a Pastor  in  perman- 
ent relations,  does  the  church  come  under  this  Scheme.  If  a 
church  is  taken  up  which  cannot  maintain  its  position,  the  terms 
are  such  as  to  continue  the  grant  only  so  long  as  the  conditions 
are  fulfilled,  and,  as  a quarterly  settlement  is  called  for,  there 
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cannot  be  any  great  margin  for  the  experiment.  The  pay  ceases 
with  the  discontinuance  of  the  Pastorate. 

PERMANENCY  OF  THE  PASTORATE. 

It  is  remarkable  that  only  in  very  few  instances  in  these 
churches,  has  the  Pastoral  relation  been  dissolved ; and  only  in 
two  or  three  cases  known  to  us,  has  this  been  on  accouut  of  failure 
to  comply  with  our  conditions. 

ADVANCE  AND  PROMPTNESS  IN  CHURCH  SALARIES. 

The  reports  from  200  churches  received  thus  far,  and  hereto 
annexed,  will  show  what  creditable  results  have  been  realized  in 
this  direction — some  churches  advancing  the  salaries  in  the  sum 
of  one,  two  and  three  hundred  dollars.  Besides  this,  an  import- 
ant result  is  the  prompt  payment  of  salaries  secured  from  the 
churches. 

The  Quarterly  Report  of  the  payment  by  the  people  being  a 
condition  of  further  installment  from  the  Committee,  the  returns 
are  most  encouraging  as  to  the  excellent  working  of  this  rule. 
Churches  which  had  been  often  months  in  arrears,  have  been 
brought  to  pay  with  promptness,  to  the  great  relief  of  the  Pastors. 


INCREASE  OF  CHURCH  BENEFICENCE. 

The  advance  made  in  contributions  to  the  Boards  is  most  satis- 
factory. It  shows  that  a people  'may,  by  such  timely  encourage- 
*ment,  be  brought  to  do  what  to  them  seemed  impossible  in  other 
circumstances,  not  only  for  sustaining  the  ordinances  among 
themselves,  but  also  for  supporting  the  Church  work  in  all  its  de- 
partments. In  many  cases  double  and  treble  the  former  amount 
has  been  contributed,  and  all  the  Boards  have  been  the  recipients, 
instead  of  the  one  Board  aiding  the  Church  ; and  this  too,  in  a 
season  of  severe  stringency  in  money.  Besides,  this  is  to  be  re- 
garded as  only  a beginning,  full  of  promise  for  larger  results. 

Nor  is  it  proved  that  these  are  the  wealthier  churches.  In 
most  cases,  it  is  probable,  they  are  the  more  resolute  and  willing 
rather  than  the  more  able. 


Reports  have  been  received  from  two  hundred  churches  under 
our  Scheme,  which  show  their  total  of  contributions  to  the  Boards 
to  be  $20,000  as  compared  with  $6,000  during  the  same  period  pre- 
vious. Most  of  these  churches  had  been  under  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  which  is  thus  doubly  relieved  by  transfer  of  the  churches, 
and  by  increase  of  funds  from  this  source  and  by  this  means.  In 
the  salaries,  the  increase  is  as  $110,000,  to  $85,000  previous. 

These  figures  show  a solid  gain  of  $39,000,  under  this  regimen. 
And  estimating  for  the  remainder,  (one-half  more,)  in  the  same  pro- 
portion, we  would  have  $58,500  of  gain  in  salaries  and  offerings  to 
the  Boards , beyond  the  same  period  previous.  This  substantial 
result  would  indicate  that  in  the  language  of  the  a Congregation - 
alist ,”  our  Church  “has  made  a discovery.” 

THE  TRAINING. 

It  is  the  training  to  a system  of  beneficence  that  gives  hope  of 
continued  progress  in  this  direction.  Some  report  nothing  here- 
tofore contributed  to  the  Boards,  and  some  mention  for  former 
years  only  an  offering  to  the  Board  aiding  them,  and  some  report 
that  the  people  did  not  formerly  so  much  as  know  whether  there 
were  any  Boards  to  be  aided  by  their  offerings. 

SELF-SUPPORTING. 

A goodly  number  report  themselves  already  self-sustaining,  after 
a year  under  our  charge.  Others  promise  to  become  so  after 
this  year,  while  others  engage  for  self-support  after  another  year. 
One  church  reports  itself  as  now  for  the  first  time  self-sustaining , 
though  37  years  old,  and  it  engages  to  make  full  proof  of  the  * 
Scheme  by  contributing  liberally  to  all  the  Boards. 

One  church  that  received  from  us  this  year  350  dollars,  reports 
an  advance  of  $300  in  salary  by  the  people,  besides  an  increase 
of  162  dollars  in  their  offerings  to  the  Boards. 

This  is  the  true  “ economy  ” of  the  Scheme.  There  is  a false 
economy  in  all  business,  and  especially  in  employment  of  men, 
that  loses  by  stinting,  where  it  would  have  gained  by  giving. 
The  work  of  the  minister  cannot  be  fully  done  where  the  inade- 
quate pay  prevents  the  full  service,  and  where  the  doling  out  of  a 
pittance  often  spoils  the  work  and  wastes  the  means. 
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Our  beloved  Church  needs  just  now  to  follow  out  this  plan  for 

INDIVIDUALIZING  THE  MONEY  OBLIGATION. 

The  humiliating  fact  is  already  thrice  told  and  lamented  that 
the  great  majority  of  our  people  do  not  give,  and  are  not  reached 
by  the  calls  for  church  work.  A generous  few  bear  the  pecuniary 
burden.  Better  take  a lesson  from  the  Romish  Church,  or  better 
still  from  the  Methodist  Church,  as  to  the  system  that  finds  out 
all  and  holds  all  to  account,  in  means  as  well  as  in  morals,  and 
gathers  in  the  little  even  from  the  little  ones,  and  writes  no  mem- 
ber non-paying.  For  our  Lord’s  sitting  at  the  Treasury  in  Jerusa- 
lem was  to  see,  and  to  bring  us  to  see  the  great  fact  that  the  tivo 
mites  which,  in  worldly  calculation  make  a farthing,  do,  in  the 
Divine  calculation,  make  more  than  the  abundance  of  the  rich. 
The  small  contributions  of  the  poor  are  needed  to  fill  our  Church 
treasuries.  And  so  long  as  they  are  not  estimated  nor  expected, 
and  so  are  not  brought  out,  we  shall  be  left  to  bewail  our  poverty. 
Each  one,  each  member  and  each  stated  worshiper,  man,  woman 
and  child,  to  give  something — this  is  the  key  to  our  finances. 

And  then,  further  to  Presbyterianize  our  finances,  to  secure 
contributions  in  all  our  churches  to  all  our  established  Schemes, 
in  preference  to  miscellaneous  and  out-side  contributions,  this  is 
a secret  of  success  for  our  Church.  With  most  of  the  churches  in 
our  charge  the  envelope  or  the  collector  is  the  method  for  accom- 
plishing this  good  result.  And  when  once  the  people  are  well 
trained  to  our  own  methods  and  objects,  the  eight  calls  will  not 
afflict  them,  but  may  rather  work  a concentration  of  effort  upon 
these,  to  the  exclusion  of  various  out-side  agencies. 

ADAPTEDNESS.  , 

The  working  has  proved  the  adaptedness  of  the  Scheme  to  our 
own  country  and  to  our  own  Church.  With  so  many  embryo 
churches  begotten  daily  along  the  path  of  our  progress,  we  cannot 
in  this  land  make  equal  distribution  to  all.  The  Scheme  is  truly 
American , and  in  its  conditions  of  aid  unlike  any  other.  Our 
business  men  are  not  willing  to  give  altogether  without  terms — 
nor  to  give  permanently  to  those  who  make  no  proper  exertions 
for  themselves. 
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THE  PRESBYTERIES. 

It  is  plain  that,  according  to  our  Church  polity,  the  responsibility 
of  recommending  the  churches  to  this  Committee  for  aid  lies  with 
the  Presbytery.  Our  Scheme  is  constructed  upon  this  basis,  and 
constantly  insists  upon  this  view  of  the  case.  The  recommenda- 
tions, however,  must  be  under  the  rules,  and  the  Committee  claims 
no  discretion  beyond  this.  We  administer  a Scheme,  and  we  work 
according  to  its  provisions.  We  have  required  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Presbyterial  Committee,  after  their  careful  inquiry  into 
the  case,  and  besides  that,  the  endorsement  of  the  Presbytery  by 
ballot.  In  some  cases  the  Presbytery  has  insisted  upon  lodging 
the  power  with  the  Committee,  so  as  not  to  require  their  formal 
and  separate  action.  We  prefer  the  double  guarantee.  But  this 
responsibility  is  grave,  and  calls  for  most  careful  and  conscientious 
action,  and  it  belongs  to  the  Presbytery,  having  diocesan  oversight 
and  control  of  the  churches,  to  judge  when  a particular  church 
should  go  upon  this  Scheme — and  whether  alone  or  in  union  with 
any  other.  The  Presbytery  is  presumed  to  know  best,  and  to  be 
best  able  to  judge.  It  would  be  strange  if  a board  or  a committee 
at  the  East  should  be  best  qualified  to  decide  in  such  cases  far 
West.  If  the  Presbyteries  will  be  faithful  and  true  to  their  official 
charge,  there  can  be  no  serious  difficulty.  They  should  see  to  it 
that  the  feeble  churches  be  grouped  where  it  is  fairly  admissible 
without  actual  sacrifice  to  the  cause  in  that  particular  field.  They 
must  carefully  and  conscientiously  discriminate  as  to  the  field,  and 
its  requirements,  and  recommend  to  one  or  the  other  mode  of  aid 
as  they  judge  fit,  in  all  the  circumstances.  And  let  them  earnestly 
sustain  the  agencies  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  let 
the  stronger  Presbyteries  help  the  weaker,  for  thereby  they  them- 
selves are  strengthened  in  their  great  denominational  interest  in 
all  the  land. 

THE  MINISTERS  AND  CHURCHES. 

That  the  stronger  should  help  the  weaker  is  the  Divine  rule 
upon  which  we  act.  In  this  work  it  devolves  especially  upon  those 
ministers  who  are  most  amply  supported,  to  sustain  a scheme  that 
contemplates  an  approach  to  a living  support  in  the  feebler  dis- 
tricts. 
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The  Eldership,  also,  are  expected  to  be  forward  in  a work  where 
delicacy  often  keeps  back  the  minister  from  urging  his  own  pay. 
And  such  an  established  agency  of  the  Church  opens  the  way  for 
a free  discussion  of  the  subject,  before  any  people.  The  feeble 
church  is  appealed  to  on  such  a basis  as  to  interfere  nothing  with 
a proper  self-respect,  but  rather  to  cultivate  it,  and  the  aid  received 
comes  more  gracefully  and  is  enjoyed  more  gratefully,  because  it  is 
in  a sense  felt  to  be  earned  by  compliance  with  the  fair  conditions. 
The  churches  rejoice  in  having  their  Pastor,  and  under  this  regi- 
men, minister  and  people  address  themselves  with  new  energy 
and  success  to  their  church  wTork. 

The  Pastorate  is  the  ultimate  and  permanent  office  in  the  Church, 
to  which  the  Evangelist  is  the  forerunner  and  pioneer  as  doing 
preparatory  work,  planting  churches  and  putting  them  in  order 
for  the  permanent  work  of  the  Pastor.  God  hath  set  some  in  the 
Church,  first,  apostles ; secondly,  prophets  ; thirdly,  teachers ; in 
the  order  of  advance  work,  “some  apostles,  some  prophets,  some 
evangelists,  and  some  [as  a crowning  work]  pastors  and  teachers — 
for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints  ; for  a work  of  service ; for  the  up- 
building of  the  body  of  Christ.” 

We  make  no  reflection  on  the  Missionary — we  do  not  blame 
the  Stated  Supply — we  honor  the  Evangelist,  and  his  work. 
But  the  Church  does  not  regard  the  Pastorate  as  superseded  by 
these,  nor  as  to  be  overshadowed  by  these.  And  no  one  can 
convince  the  Presbyterian  Church  that  the  Evangelist  or  Mission- 
ary is  to  take  the  place  of  the  Pastor.  In  a vast  field  like 
ours,  we  need  both  classes  of  laborers — every  man  in  his  own  or- 
der, for  aggressive  work  and  for  fortifying  work — for  foundations 
and  for  superstructure — for  planting  and  for  training.  We  notice 
in  this  connection  the  action  of  the  Presbytery  of  Dayton,  at  its 
recent  meeting,  as  follows  : 

“It  was  resolved  that  Presbytery  cannot  sanction. the  act  of  any  congregation 
in  employing  a stated  supply  in  such  a manner  as  evidently  to  substitute  that  re- 
lation for  a regularly  installed  Pastor.  That  the  Committee  on  ‘Vacancies  and 
Supplies’  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  inquiring  whether  any  such  abuses 
exist  in  the  churches  of  this  Presbytery ; and  in  all  cases,  the  above  rule  shall 
control  the  action  of  the  Presbytery  and  of  the  Committee.  The  attention  of 
churches  and  pastors  was  most  earnestly  directed  to  the  importance  attached  to 
this  cause  of  Sustentation  by  the  last  Assembly,  especially  to  the  injunction  that 
all  our  churches  give  this  scheme  their  aid  by  annual  collections.”

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THE  NECESSITY  OF  THIS  SCHEME  IS  DEMONSTRATED  ; — 

I— TO  ARREST 

The  vast  waste  of  Ministerial  force  in  oar  Church — as  regards 

1.  The  large  number  who  withdraw  from  active  service  in  the 
churches,  because  of  inadequate  support. 

2.  The  large  amount  of  service  on  the  part  of  the  active  Min- 
istry which  is  necessarily  lost  to  the  Church  and  diverted  to  other 
employments,  for  the  bare  livelihood  of  the  men  and  their  house- 
holds. High  ministerial  talent,  and  education  provided  at  great 
cost,  arc  sacrificed  and  wasted  by  the  policy  of  congregational 
finance  that  disregards  both  the  Unity  of  the  Church  and  the  idea 
of  National  Evangelization. 

3.  The  consequent  inefficiency  and  failure —a  constant  loss  to 
the  Church. 

4.  The  premature  disabling  of  the  men  by  harrowing  care,  and 
the ’damage  to  their  influence  by  unavoidable  indebtedness  and 
embarrassment  in  means. 

5.  The  consequent  prevalence  of  loose  relations  to  the  churches 
which  are  served — hiring  for  a term  as  a farmer’s  hand,  or  as  a 
merchant’s  clerk — with  no  ecclesiastical  tie — repudiating;  the  Pas- 
torate, with  all  its  Scriptural  warrants  and  benefits,  because  of  the 
inadequate  support. 


II.— TO  PROMOTE 


1.  The  graduating  of  Mission  Stations  into  full  Pastorates,, 
under  proper  obligations  of  self-help,  and  of  advance  to  self- 
support. 

2.  The  erection  of  a standard  for  the  membership  of  minimum 
average  contributions  to  the  Pastor,  as  a condition  of  aid. 

3.  The  training  to  Church  work,  and  the  development  of  be- 
neficence in  the  feeble  churches. 

4.  The  prompt  payment  of  the  Pastor,  relieving  so  greatly 
his  harassment  in  the  service. 

5.  The  general  lifting  up,  “confirming  and  strengthening” 
of  the  weak  churches  already  planted,  and  many  of  them  other- 
wise dying  out. 
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LEGACIES. 

Our  Committee  has  been  inquired  of  as  to  how  Legacies  for  the 
benefit  of  this  Fund  should  be  written.  We  have  directed  the 
attorney  in  such  case  to  make  the  bequest  “ To  the  Trustees  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  the  U.  S. 
of  A.,  in  Trust  for  the  General  Assembly’s  Committee  of  Sus- 
tentation.” 


CHURCH  ACTION. 

We  subjoin  herewith  extracts  from  the  Reports  on  this  Scheme 
in  some  of  the  Presbyteries  and  Synods,  omitting  others  to  the 
same  effect : 

To  the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Sustentation  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

The  Sustentation  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of  Lackawanna  respect- 
fully reports  : That  the  Sustentation  Scheme  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly 
has  worked  well  in  the  ten  Churches  of  this  Presbytery  which  have  availed 
themselves  of  its  provisions. 

In  five  of  them  the  Pastoral  relation  has  been  constituted,  and  the  increased 
amount  paid  by  them  for  the  support  of  the  Ministry  in  their  respective  congre- 
gations, and  for  sustaining  the  benevolent  work  of  the  Church,  is  very  apparent. 
These  churches  collectively  pay  about  forty  per  cent,  more  for  the  support  of  the 
Ministry  among  themselves  now,  than  was  paid  by  them  for  this  object  the  year 
previous  to  their  receiving  Sustentation  aid,  and  in  some  of  them  the  advance- 
ment in  this  respect  has  been  in  a much  greater  proportion  than  this;  and  their 
contributions  to  the  various  Boards  of  the  Church,  for  the  past  year,  has  in  the 
aggregate  been  nearly  three  times  the  amount  contributed  by  them  for  these  objects 
during  the  year  previous  to  their  receiving  Sustentation  aid.  Much  of  this  in- 
crease in  the  development  of  their  liberality  is  attributable  to  the  healthful 
workings  of  the  plan  of  systematic  contributions  inherent  in  this  Scheme,  the 
apparent  benefits  of  which  are,  to  a great  extent,  measured  by  the  efficiency  with 
which  the  plan  is  carried  out  in  the  respective  congregations.

Report  of  the  Sustentation  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Cleveland,  for  the  years  1872  and  ’3. 

In  six  churches,  formerly  organized  on  the  Plan  of  Union,  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Cleveland  Presbytery,  Elders  have  been  recently  elected,  and  the  Presbyte- 
rian form  of  Church  Government  has  been  fully  established.  Towards  the  ac- 
complishment of  this,  no  other  cause  has  operated  more  effectually  than  the 
plan  of  Sustentation. 
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Outside  of  our  great  centers,  nearly  all  our  churches  require  assistance,  and 
six  of  them  have  been,  during  the  past  year,  aided  by  the  Committee  on  Susten- 
tation.  They  have  generally  adopted  the  use  of  weekly  or  monthly  envelopes, 
both  for  Sustentation  and  for  Missions.  Their  quotas,  promised  towards  Ministe- 
rial Support,  have  been  promptly  paid,  under  the  strict  and  excellent  rules  of  the 
Committee.  Their  contributions  to  the  Boards  have  been  without  partiality  and 
without  exception  ; and  they  have  been,  on  the  whole,  considerably  augmented. 
In  one  supplemented  Church  they  have  been  increased  fourfold.  What  seems  to 
be  needed  now,  most  of  all,  is  the  assurance  that  the  plan  of  Sustentation  shall 
cease  to  be  considered  as  an  experiment,  and  shall  become  a permanent  and  fully 
recognized  Church  Agency.  It  is  full  time  that  the  feeble  Churches  of  this  long 
spiritually  afflicted  region,  should  be  made  to  feel  that  they  will  not  be  allowed 
by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  by  Ilis  representatives  on  earth,  to  be 
wholly  submerged  and  utterly  to  perish. 

If  the  feebler  Presbyterian  Churches  in  the  Western  Reserve  be  permitted  to 
become  extinct,  as  so  many  of  their  former  sisters  have  been,  the  life  and  liberal- 
ity of  the  great  city  Churches  must  be  paralyzed  ; they,  too,  must  fade  and  wither. 

We  hail,  as  a most  encouraging  omen,  as  the  triumph  of  Apostolic  prin- 
ciples and  practice,  the  rapid  increase  of  new  and  self-sustaining  Presbyterian 
Churches  in  Cleveland  ; but,  we  do  trust  that  the  scattered  villages  and  the  fair 
and  rural  parishes  of  the  adjacent  region,  will  not  be  abandoned  to  spiritual  ig- 
norance, to  infidelity,  or  to  presumptuous  fanaticism.  Let  the  Sustentation  plan 
be  vigorously  sustained  and  pursued  with  perseverance,  and  before  the  steady 
onward  march  of  our  well  organized  system,  opposition  will  be  driven  back  ; old 
fields,  long  lost,  will  be  recovered;  and  new  territory,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
will  be  added  to  our  Presbytery.

SYNOD  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

SUSTENTATION  FUND. 

t 

This  Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  Bloomfield,  was  addressed  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  McCosil,  on  the  Sustentation  Fund.  After  his  eloquent 
appeal,  the.  subject  was  referred  to  a committee  of  elders,  consist- 
ing of  the  Hon.  John  Hill,  E.  B.  Fuller  and  William  Rankin, 
whose  report  was  adopted  by  the  Synod,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Synod  having  heard  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCosn,  on  the  part  of 
the  Sustentation  Fund  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly, 

Resolved,  1-  That  each  Presbytery,  at  its  first  meeting,  shall  appoint  an  effi- 
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dent  member  to  take  charge,  within  their  hounds,  of  the  execution  of  the  act  of 
the  last  Assembly  in  regard  to  the  Sustentation  of  the  Ministry. 

Resolved,  2.  That  every  Church  Session  shall,  within  the  next  month,  organ- 
ize and  begin  to  execute  a plan  of  raising  contributions  to  the  Sustentation  of  the 
Ministry,  according  to  the  act  of  the  Assembly. 

Resolved,  3.  That  Ministers  be  recommended  to  preach,  within  a month,  on 
the  Scriptural  Duty  of  adequately  supporting  the  Gospel  Ministry;  and  that  they 
give  the  people  full  information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  Scheme  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Elders  who  are  members  of  this  Synod  be  recommended 
to  see  that  their  Church  Sessions  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  that  the  Presbyteries  be  enjoined  to  call,  at  an  early  date,  a con- 
vention of  the  Elders  within  their  bounds,  to  consider  the  best  means  of  executing 
the  act  of  the  Assembly,  and  placing  the  Sustentation  of  the  Ministry  on  a satis- 
factory footing. 


SYNOD  OF  MICHIGAN. 

The  Special  Committee  to  which  the  papers  on  the  Sustentation 
Fund  were  yesterday  submitted,  made  a report  upon  the  subject 
of  the  Assembly’s  Scheme  of  Sustentation,  which  was  offered  by 
Hon.  H.  K.  Clark  : 

The  Synod  contemplates  with  great  gratification  the  introduction,  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  into  our  system  of  operations,  of  the  Sustentation  Scheme,  in  order 
to  ensure  a more  ample  provision  for  the  support  of  all  its  ministers.  The  insuf- 
ficient compensation  for  ministerial  service,  which  now  so  extensively  prevails, 
has  long  been  a reproach  to  our  sense  of  justice,  and  is  worthy  of  earnest  effort, 
in  which  all  our  churches  should  participate,  to  establish  a higher  and  more  ade- 
quate rule  of  compensation. 

The  operation  of  the  Sustentation  Scheme  will  also  be  found  valuable  in  re- 
lieving the  Board  of  Home  Missions  from  the  care  of  churches,  which  have  been 
allowed  too  long  to  be  dependent  on  it.  These  cases  require  judicious  treatment, 
which  can  be  most  wisely  bestowed  by  a Board  having  special  powers  adapted  to 
this  particular  object. 

In  every  aspect  in  which  the  ease  can  be  presented,  it  is  entitled  to  the  warm- 
est sympathies  of  our  Church,  and  to  the  most  liberal  contributions  to  sustain  its 
operations. 

The  Synod  directs  the  special  attention  of  the  Presbyteries  to  Article  IX.  of 
Assembly’s  Scheme  of  Sustenation,  (See  p.  567,  minutes  of  1871,)  and  direct  that 
such  Presbyteries  as  have  not  already  made  the  appointments  required  by  this 
Article,  meet  during  the  sessions  of  the  Synod,  and  comply  with  the  Assembly’s 
direction  in  this  particular. 
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PRESBYTERY  OF  HUNTINGDON. 

The  following  important  action  was  taken  on  the  Sustentation 
Scheme : 

Resolved,  1.  That  all  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery  are  hereby  instructed, 
in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Assembly,  to  place  the  Sustentation  Scheme 
upon  the  schedule  of  regular  annual  collections,  and  that  each  church  is  expected 
to  give  to  the  fund  of  the  Assembly’s  Committee  on  Sustentation  an  amount  equal 
to  one-twentieth  of  the  amount  given  to  its  Pastor,  and  that  the  churches  be 
called  upon,  at  each  Spring  meeting,  to  know  if  they  have  taken  a collection  for 
this  object. 

Resolved,  2.  That  Sessions  be  required  to  report  to  Presbytery,  at  each  Spring 
meeting,  their  Pastor’s  salary  actually  paid  by  the  church,  and  the  arrearages  of 
the  same,  if  any,  as  a part  of  their  regular  statistical  report. 

Resolved,  3.  That  Stephen  Torrey,  Ruling  Elder  of  the  Church  of  Honesdale, 
be  and  he  hereby  is  appointed  the  Presbyterial  Treasurer  of  Sustentation,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  examine  and  endorse,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  As- 
sembly, every  application  for  aid  under  this  Scheme,  and  keep  the  accounts  of 
this  Presbytery  with  the  Sustentation  Committee  of  the  Assembly;  and  that  the 
following  Ruling  Elders  be  associated  with  him  as  the  Presbytery’s  Committee 
on  Sustentation,  to  wit:  William  H.  Jessup,  A.  T.  McClintock,  Alfred  Hand, 
and  James  McFarlane,  Esqs. 

Resolved,  4.  That  specially  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  this  work,  and 
the  peculiar  duties  incumbent  on  the  executive  officer  of  this  Committee;  also  in 
view  of  his  known  piety,  devotion,  intelligence  and  Scriptural  gifts  as  a teaching 
Elder,  Presbytery  will  proceed  to  license  said  Stephen  Torrey  as  an  “ exceptional 
case,”  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of  the  Church.  Further,  that  he  is 
directed  to  visit  our  churches  on  this  behalf,  making  diligent  efforts  to  place  them 
upon  this  Scheme  of  Sustentation,  and  that  he  report  his  diligence  therein  from 
time  to  time  to  Presbytery.

FINANCES. 

Twelve  hundred  and  sixty-nine  churches  have  contributed  to 
our  treasury  this  year,  about  double  the  number  of  last  year. 

We  have  received  $60,184.20,  which,  with  former  balance,  gives 
a total  of  $83,044.80.  We  have  disbursed  the  sum  of  $70,858.40, 
leaving  a balance,  on  the  1st  of  May,  of  $12,186.40. 

The  surplus  of  $22,860.60  reported  to  the  last  Assembly,  created 
an  impression  adverse  to  our  summer  and  fall  collections.  Portions 
of  that  amount  had  come  from  the  special  “Memorial  ” effort,  and 
other  portions  were  due  to  extra  gifts  of  individuals  and  churches 
that  were  forward  in  the  work.  There  is  yet  much  ignorance  of 
the  Scheme,  much  prejudice  from  incorrect  impressions  of  its 
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features  and  of  its  working,  and  much  apathy,  alas  ! and  though 
the  Committee,  notwithstanding  all,  has  been  able  to  meet  all  its 
obligations,  the  surplus  now  reported  will  be  soon  exhausted  by 
the  fast  maturing  dues. 

THE  FUTURE. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  is  resolved  to  sustain  her  Ministry, 
especially  since  she  finds  that  by  so  doing  she  best  sustains  and 
establishes  herself,  as  a leading  agency  of  evangelization.  The 
churches  will  demand  that  this  good  work  shall  be  carried  on, 
and  that  the  reproach  of  a starving  Ministry  shall  be  removed 
from  us.  And  they  will  demand  that  this  work  shall  go  forward 
as  something  distinct  and  specific  for  its  best  accomplishment. 
We  are  not  so  conservative  of  old  methods,  but  that  we  can  cleave 
to  something  new  if  we  find  value  in  it.  We  have  our  distinct 
agencies  for  putting  men  into  the  Ministry,  and  for  sustaining  the 
Ministry  when  they  have  become  disabled  by  our  hard  usage. 
Shall  we  not  rouse  all  the  churches  to  the  wise  and  sound  policy 
of  enabling  our  Ministry,  while  they  are  in  the  service , and  thus 
diminish  the  number  of  those  who  shall  come  prematurely  on 
the  disabled  list  for  our  support.  Other  denominations  are  already 
beginning  to  act  upon  our  example.  Let  the  work  go  on  without 
interference  ; let  it  have  hearty  furtherance.  Jesus  pleads  for  His 
ministers.  “ The  workman  is  worthy  of  his  meat.”  “Inasmuch  as 
ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me.”

HON.  H.  N.  M’ALLISTER. 


As  this  report  is  passing  through  the  press,  we  are  pained  to 
notice  the  death  of  our  valued  associate,  the  Hon.  H.  N.  M’Al- 
lister,  of  Bellefonte,  Pennsylvania.  He  has  been  an  active 
member  of  this  Committee  from  the  beginning,  and  his  high 
qualities  as  a layman  of  rare  intelligence  and  experience  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Church,  and  of  zealous  interest  in  this  particular 
work,  make  his  death  a sore  public  bereavement.  No  one  of  us 
was  more  awake  to  the  necessity  of  sustaining  the  ministry,  and 
training  of  the  feeble  churches,  as  provided  for  in  the  Scheme  of 
the  Assembly.  Some  of  its  most  valuable  features  were  of  his 
suggestion,  while  the  church  of  which  he  was  an  honored  Elder 
has  illustrated  some  of  his  practical  ideas  in  the  Envelope  system 
of  beneficence.  The  Presbyterian  denomination  has  lost  a valua- 
ble servant,  and  the  Christian  Ministry  is  bereft  of  a most  devoted 
friend.  He  was  a leading  member  of  the  State  Constitutional 
Convention,  in  Philadelphia,  and  died  while  attending  upon  his 
laborious  duties  as  a member  of  that  body.
